London, Sept. 9.—The second air 
raid on England within a matter oi 
twenty-four hours oqgurrcd ut mid­ 
night last night.

and added to this area an attack on 
London, dropping, incendiary and ex­ 
plosive b omb s. 
Early this morning

German air raid ou the east coast of
